THE South Bend Times notes the fail- 
ure of numerous reunions about Fort 
Wayne, and adds: "It is strange that 
people cannot comprehend that a sol- 
diers' reunion at every cross-road is an 
impossibility. 
One reunion in Northern 
Indiana could doubtless be made a suc- 
cess; three or four within that territorial 
limit must inevitably result in failure." 


THE bogus commission business, it is 
believed, has had a revival. Thomas W. 
Hayes, at present a resident of Cleves, 
was arrested at Cincinnati for using the 
United States mails for the purpose of 
defrauding. 
He gave a $1,000 bond, 
with George W. Sowden and W. L. Eck- 
man as sureties. 
It is charged that 
Hayes has been inducing countrymen, 
principally Indianians, to consign seed 
oats to him under the pretense that cus- 
tomers would be fouud at $1.40 a bushel. 
On arrival he has sold them for eighty 
cents. 


RECENTLY a convict of one of the state 
prisons was injured while at work. 
Up- 
on his release from prison he employed 
counsel who threatened a suit for dam- 
ages against the state. 
The following 
proposition was thereupon submitted to 
the attorney general by the state auditor: 
"Is the state liable for damages for in- 
juries to a convict in a state prison from 
a defect in an implement?" 
Attorney 
General Hord to-day gave an opinion 
that "the state is not liable to an action 
in its courts for the recovery of dam- 
ages. 
It may sue but can not be sued." 


THE general fund of the state treasury 
now contains about $400,000 and the re- 
ceipts for the remainder of the year will 
not exceed 
00,000. 
The expenditures 
will include $117,000; the school fund 
temporary loan bonds, about $20,000;
